Dr,  Frederick  E.  Blumer,  president, 
awarded  the  degrees.    Receiving  Doctor  of 
Science  degrees  were  Earl  D.  Deveaux, 
deputy  minister  of  agriculture  in  The  Bahamas, 
and  Dr.  Donald  F.  Hornig,  a  scientist  at 
Harvard  University.     Receiving  a  Doctor  of 
Laws  degree  was  state  Senator  Henry  G. 
Hager,  of  Willlamsport. 

Deveaux,  the  Deputy  Minister  for  Re- 
search and  Marketing  in  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  was  recognized  for  his  "out- 
standing contributions  to  agriculture  and. . . 
devotion  to  country.  "    The  31-year-old  minister 
is  credited  with  playing  a  major  role  in 
making  The  Bahamas  more  agriculturally  self- 
sufficient.     Before  accepting  his  current  post, 
Deveaux  was  director  of  the  I3ahamas  Agricul- 
tural Research  Training  and  Development 
Station  on  Andros  Island,  now  known  as  the 
Bahamas  Agricultural  Research  Center,    The 
center  includes  an  experimental  farm  that  is 
recognized  as  one  of  the  finest  research 
facilities  in  the  Caribbean.    He  holds  degrees 
from  the  University  of  Miami  and  The  Pennsyl- 
vania State  University.    Deveaux  was  presented 
for  his  degree  by  Dr.  Fred  A.  Pennington, 
chairman  emeritus  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

Dr.  Hornig,  a  professor  of  chemistry  in 
public  health  and  Director  of  Interdisciplinary 
Programs  in  Health  at  the  Harvard  School  of 
Public  Health,  was  cited  for  his  "dedication 
and  contributions  to  science,  government  and

The  Harvard  graduate  also  served  as  Brown 
president  from  1970-76  and  as  director  of  its 
Metcalf  Research  Laboratory  from  1951-57. 
He  began  his  career  in  1943  at  the  Woods 
Hole  Oceanographic  Institution  in 
Massachusetts,  moving  a  year  later  to  the 
Los  Alamos  Scientific  Laboratory  in  New 
Mexico.    A  decade  of  work  for  the  govern- 
ment from  1959-69  included  serving  on  the

President's  Corner 


A  WORD  TO  THE  CLASS  OF  1980 

The  Consumer  Protection  Agency 
recently  announced  that  the  government  was 
considering  imposing  a  ban  on  all  furniture 
which  isn't  fireproof.   Apparently,  too  many 
fires  are  caused  when  cigarettes  are  left 
smoldering  among  the  Chippendales. 
Subsidies  for  the  tobacco  industry  will  contini 
af  course,  but  Queen  Anne  and  Regency  had 
better  look  out! 

The  absurdity  of  some  government 
regulations  is  approaching  a  state  of  pure 
madness,  institutionalized  insanity.    It  is 
time  for  educated  people  to  protest. 
Education  which  is  true  to  its  task  is  the 
logical  antithesis  of  mandated  absurdity. 
Education  encourages  voluntary  creativity, 
not  mindless  regulation.    It  appears  that  the 
Class  of  1980  has  its  work  cut  out  for  it. 

For  the  last  four  years,  the  Class  of 
'80  has  participated  in  a  community  of 
scholars.    You  have  rubbed  shoulders  with 
faculty  members  who  have  devoted  their 
entire  lives  to  liberal  education.    You  have 
now  earned  a  liberal  arts  degree.    Put 
succinctly,  you  have  been  certified  for 
freedom,  the  intended  product  of  liberal 
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education.    I  hop)e  you  are  also  immunized 
against  mandated  absurdity. 

Freedom  is  much  more  than  the  absence 
of  restraint.    It  is  essentially  the  capacity 
to  act,  the  ability  to  make  something  happen. 
It  is  knowledge  of  how  to  influence  your 
destiny.     Properly  directed  by  moral  values 
,  and  inspired  by  aesthetic  principles,  persons 
emancipated  by  liberal  education  can  not 
only  maJte  something  happen  but  something 
which  is  good.    As  liberally  educated 
persons,  you  can  generate  something  bene- 
ficial to  others  as  well  as  to  yourselves. 

I  hope  you  won't  forget  that  your 
education  was  intended  to  empower  you  with 
freedom  to  be  creative  and  useful.    Just  as 
education  and  understanding  protect  you 
from  the  snares  of  mandated  absurdity 
(perhaps  the  ultimate  expression  of  political 
tyranny),  they  should  also  spur  you  to  act  on 
behalf  of  others — not  just  your  friends. 
Liberal  education  matures  as  it  comes  to 
expression  as  service  to  human  need.

Trustees  approve  budget,  OK  Bradley  demolition 


Tentative  approval  of  a  1980-81 
operating  budget,  election  of  two  new  members, 
re-election  of  officers  and  passage  of  a 
resolution  to  raze  Bradley  Hall  highlighted 
the  annual  spring  meeting  of  Lycoming 
College's  board  of  trustees  April  18. 

The  tentative  $5,037,600  budget,  which 
will  receive  final  approval  at  the  board's  Oct. 
10  meeting,  shows  a  $320,975  or  6.8  percent 
increase  over  the  1979-80  operating  budget. 
It  received  unanimous  approval  of  the  trustees. 

Richard  W.  DeWald,  a  1961  Lycoming 
graduate  from  Montoursville,  Pa. ,  and  Dr. 
David  M.  Heiney,  a  1962  Lycoming  graduate 
from  Hughesville,  are  the  two  new  board 
members.    Heiney  is  an  alumni  representative. 
He  replaces  Dr.  Robert  L.  Morris,  of  Indiana 
University  of  Pennsylvania.    (See  story  on  new

The  college's  building  and  maintenance  crews 
will  save  as  much  of  the  terra-cotta  that 
adorns  the  building  as  is  possible  after 
demolition.    The  trustees  voted  not  to  spend 
$10,  000  to  hire  a  professional  to  try  and  save 
the  delicate  terra-cotta  because  the  contractor 
could  not  guarantee  the  effort  would  be 
ful. 


In  other  business,  the  trustees  approved 
a  resolution  combining  the  alumni  and  non- 
alumni  solicitation  for  annual  giving  into  one 
consolidated  campaign  to  be  known  now  as 
"The  Lycoming  College  Annual  Giving  Fund.  "

The  trustees  also  authorized  the 
administration  to  borrow  up  to  $1,000,  000  to 
pay  construction  costs  of  the  new  Physical 
Education  and  Recreation  Center.    The 
Partners  in  Progress  Fund  Drive  has 
raised  $2,170,511  toward  the  $3,200,000 
cost  of  the  structure,  which  will  be  completed 
in  June.    Borrowed  funds  will  be  spent  as 
needed 

Relative  to  the  fund  drive,  it  was 
announced  at  the  meeting  that  the  Bethlehem 
Steel  Corporation,  of  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  has 
given  a  $50,000  grant  to  the  college  and  the 
E.  Keeler  Company,  of  Williamsport,  and 
the  Emmett  C.  Roop  Trust,  of  Philadelphia, 
have  donated  $10,000  each  to  the  campaign.

The  first  change  is  a  switch  from  a 
calendar  to  a  fiscal  year  basis  for  keeping 
track  of  gifts.    Beginning  this  year,  the 
annual  giving  fund  will  operate  on  a  July  1  to 
June  30  calendar,  instead  of  on  a  Jan.  1  to  Dec. 
31  calendar  as  in  the  past.    The  fund  will 
coincide  with  the  college's  fiscal  year. 

The  second  change  relates  to  the  first. 
As  a  result  of  the  change  to  a  fiscal  year, 
active  solicitation  will  occur  from  Sept.  1  to 
June  30,   instead  of  from  Sept.    1  to  Dec.  31 
as  in  past  years.    One  expected  result  of  this 
greatly  expanded  period  of  solicitation  is  a 
significant  increase  in  the  number  and  amount 
of  annual  gifts. 


The  third  change  involves  the  manner  of 
solicitation.    Because  of  the  short  four-month 
period  of  solicitation  in  the  past,  it  was 
impossible  to  undertake  certain  campaign 
activities,  such  as  person-to-person  appeals. 
With  the  new  10-month  time  period,  it  will 
be  possible  to  experiment  with  activities  such 
as  personal  appeals.    In  fact, the  establishment 
of  a  "class  agents"  organization  to  conduct 
personal  appeals  is  a  primary  objective  of 
the  alumni  affairs  and  development  offices.
